WAR NEWS. 


WEDNESDAYS SIIMMAUY. 


Nows cornea this morning of an engagt’ 
ment on Fndry last near Tatchekiao, me 
moat southerly position held by Russia on 
the Manohnnau railway. The Russian 
Qeneialhad potted 6,0i 0 men on the heights 
seven miles south ot the town. Oeuersl 
Oku e command has been close to this 
position lot almost two weeks, and on Fri¬ 
day he sent 10,000 men to drive the Russian 
from the heights. The Times' correspond¬ 
ent says ihe engagement lasted nine hours’ 
and that the Russians were driveu out, 
although reiufoiced during the battle. 
They ie(l two hundred dead on the held. 
Allowing the proportion of wounded in 
other reoeht battles, the Russian loss in 
allied aud;wouuded must have been between 
800 and 000. The Kussiau losses in the 
Motien Passes on Sunday are now placed 
as high as 2,000, but this may bs an tx 
aggeratiun. The Japanese bsleivs that 
Kuropatkin will make another attempt to 
recover these p&Bsee, which are esseutial to 
the safety of retreat Irom Tatchekiao 
and Haioheng should retirement become 
neceeeary. Retreat, with the Japanese in 
possession of the passes, would be more 
hazardous even than a general engagement 
at Tatchekiao 

The Japanese and Russians have now 
met under almost all ooudition likely to 
arise, and there has not yet beeo placed to 
the Russian credit a single win. The 
thing is amazing looked at in detail. Ai 
the Yaiu the Japanese crossed two rivers 
and olimbed almost precipitous heights. 
At Kinchow they tooka splendidly fortilied 
position bristling with guns, wire entangle¬ 
ments and mines. Military critics say 
they did there what was regarded as 
theoretically impossible. At Telissu the 
the J span see artillery ohaDged ib6 Russian 
retirement into a rout and killed almost 
twe thousand men. At the Motien Pass 
ep, where Russia made her first attack on 
an eutrenebed Japanese position, her troops 
were driven back in coufusion by an in¬ 
ferior force. Again at Tatchekiao the 
Jspaneee took eutrenohed heights by 
aseault. The Russian losses in these 
oattles have at least twenty thousand kill¬ 
ed or wounded, while Japan has probably 
less than half that number, her only real¬ 
ly great casualties being at Kinchow. In 
face of all this the only conclusion one 
can reach is that Japan has fought her 
great adversary to a standstill, and will in 
all human propability emerge victorious, 


THURSDAY’S SUMMARY. 

Russia has scored her first win on land* 
On Monday there was a general engage 
meut northeast of Tatchekiao in which the 
Japanese were driven back with a loss tf 
teu guns. They retreated as far as Siam- 
atse, which is some fifteen inileH east of the 
most advanced positions taken up by the 
Takusban army. The report is not official, 
but seems not an improbable one. The 
result of the engagement shows that Kur- 
opatkiu has a very large part of his avail¬ 
able force around Tatchekiao. 

The, presenco of ,tbe Vladivostok 
squadron in the Pacific opens an inter¬ 
national guessing competition. Wbere are 
these three magnificent cruisers going ? 
What is their programme ? They were 
last seen yesterday headed southeast and 
going at full speed. Incidentally they sank 
a email Japanese merchant ship, but that 
was by the wav, just as a small boy will 
smash a window in passing a deserted 
house That the Japauese permit the 
equadron to put to sea &t will :s almost 
incomprehensible. Admiral Kamimura 
has under his command a squadron 
dec*v.eJy stronger, and oue would Lave 
supposed that a close Dlock&de had been 
maintained. The most feasible explanation 
is that the Rostia, Rurik and Uroraoboi

The Experiences of a Japanese 
Who Had Played Many 
Roles. 


It is no secret that there are Jap¬ 
anese in disguise as Chinese going 
with impunity among the real Chin¬ 
ese all over the Russian lines, as 
coolies or navvies, barrack builders, 
trench diggers, peddlers, hewers of 
wood nnd drawers of water, vendors 
of .beer and cigarettes and cheap 
pocket knives and even thing elso 
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0 f dogs. There seems to be some¬ 
thing even more than humun in his 
"Highland Shepherd s Chief Mourn¬ 
er," something more than mere 
brute ferocity in his "Stag at Bay," 
something more than a sportsman’s 
halloo in the "Return from Deer- 
etalking." But the flashing eyed, 
powerful chested, clean limbed, glos¬ 
sy coated models of Landseer are 
entirely different physical specimens 
from the outcast dogs of the east. 
Have you ever stopped and looked 
with pity upon a poor mangy cur 
crawling along the street? Have you 
seen disease like porcupine quills 

sticking out all over him? Have 

you seen the people shy off as he 
came along and heard the passersby 
say: "Poor dog! Why do not the 
dog catchers come along and put him 
out of his misery?" Have you ever 
seen dogs with their ear* torn off 
and thrir tails amputated by some 
carriage wheel or hopping upon 

three leg* because the fourth has 
been cruelly broken by a stone? Well, 
there are iota of such dogs in the 
east. There are hundreds and thou¬ 
sands of those poor, miserable, phy¬ 
sical mutilations that cower in the 
dark, corners of the Palestine cities 
or sun themselves upon the hard 
stones like the blind or the crippled 
beggars who there seem to be every¬ 
where. And so when St. John de¬ 
clares. "Without nre dogs." T be¬ 
lieve he means that in heaven we 
■l)all have no blinded eyes, no dis¬ 
eased skins, no crippled limbs. nor 
deaf ears nnd no physical disfigure¬ 
ments. All the hideous physical 
sights which one sees in the wards 
of the hospitals shall be forever done 
away. 

PHYSICAL INFIRMITY. 

Now much this transformation 
means to many sufferers none hut 
they can realize. It is very hard 
for the deformed and the cripples to 
maintain spiritual and mental sweet¬ 
ness and serenity. It is easy for a 
man with a fino constitution and a 
perfect physical form to be cheerful 
and happy, but how difficult for one 
who ha* to suffer continual pain and

Roaming again through the dark, 
narrow, crowded streets of eastern 
Palestine.

It docs not mean 
that heaven is to Iks a place of in¬ 
anition and stagnation and stupid¬ 
ity. But it dees mean that heaven 
is’ to he a pl«ce where ull workmen 
shall be honored alike nnd where the 
duties of one immortal shall be re¬ 
spected as much us arc the occupa¬ 
tions of other immortuls. 

DOGS OF THE EAST. 

Following my first promise that 
heaven is to be a busy place my sec¬ 
ond premise is likewise true. How 
do I know that the busy occupations 
of heaven will never offer despised 
work for the redeemed immortals ? 
The words of my text prove that,. 
The dogs of the cast were the scav¬ 
engers. The eastern people hod no 
wonderful systems of sewerage ns 
have we. They had no means of 
carrying away hy subterranean pipes 
the offal and refuse of their large 
towns. But all the refuse of the 
kitchens and the homes and the 
barns were and are thrown into the 
streets where the dogs devour them.

The eastern dog’s death is a 
gloomy picture, lie dies the death of 
all wild beasts, and that death is a 
tragedy. Some years ago the author 
of a history of the beasts of the 
African forests made this statement, 
which will long live in my memory : 
“No beast or bird or reptile in nil 
the dark continent dies a natural 
death. No sooner does his physical 
strength weaken than there are some 
bostial or serpentine cannibals or 
some enemy of his species ready to 
' feed upon his dying body and still 
the feeble or the quick bentings of 
i his heart.” That means every deer 
or fawn that dies, dies a tragic 
death. Every quick eyed^ind sharp 
'clawed lynx must fall in time before 
a mortul foe. Every monster leader 
of the elephantine herd, every shaggy 
maned Bengal king, must die u vio¬ 
lent death. So dies the clog: but, 
thank God. so docs not die the 
Christ ian. 

Sometimes ’tis true that the body 
of inar> may die tin* death of a dog, 
but. the Christian has hope in his 
death. Though his body perish in 
battle or in accident, though it may 
, he crushed or burned, so that it 
cannot be recognized, his soul is 
safe. He has the consciousness that 
Christ is able to keep that which 
bus Ik'oii committed to him and 
whatever may befall the body tho 
soul will he preserved.

There 
is nn old legend that-when King Sol¬ 
omon was a boy one day he begged 
his teacher to show him a miracle. 
Nathan thrust his finger into the 
soil and dropped therein n little 
seed. Immediately that seed began 
to sprout. While the lad looked on 
the two little green leaves grew into 
a round stem. Then the stem swell- 
led out with the trunk of n large 
Hoe. Then the tree, like “the seven 
branches, became like tho seven 
candlesticks of the altars,” and the 


representatives to settle the bound¬ 
ary of the State of Maino with Can¬ 
ada.

It so happened that the river St. 
John flows from somewhere about 
that point on tho St. Lawrence, and 
its mouth, on the Atlantic, is almost 
in the same latitude us its source. 

Said the American commissioners: 

“As this river seems to flow pretty 
straight from one point to the other, 
would it not be a good idea to make 
it the frontier line between the 
States and Canada?” 

The British Commissioner had 
grown rather tired of the journey, so 
when the suggestion wus mooted, lie 
jumped at it, and the boundary was 
fixed. 

The feelings of Britain and Canada 
may be imugined when the truth was 
revealed, after the signature of the 
treaty, that while the mouth of tho 
St. John is about in tho same lati¬ 
tude ns its source in the St. Law¬ 
rence, in between, the river makes 
A HUGE UPWARD SWEEr 
to the north, inclosing a vust terri¬ 
tory, which hud practically been 
handed over to the United Stages 
gratis. 

But it was too late. We had 
agreed to the St. John frontier, and 
had to abide by tho treaty. It was 
generally known us the “Ashburton 
Capitulation’’—a Stato lost to the 
Empire because a commissioner was 
too tired to do his duty. 

Jn the course of tho European 
spring-clean before referred to— 
namely, the Congress of Vicnnu— 
quite a lpt of small States got lost, 
with* odd results in history. One of 
these is Moresnet. 

Morcsnet lies somewhere near Aix- 
la-Chapclle, on the Prusso-Bclgian 
frontier. It: 0 was one of Germany’s 
many independent States, but so 
small was it—a few square miles in 
area—that no notice whatever was 
i taken of it at the Congress. 

I While Prussiu was taking posses¬ 
sion of this, and Austria that, while 
France was receiving one thing, and 
Brituin another, nobody bothered 
.about the ownership of Moresnet. 

I After the Congress, therefore, 

J Moresnet awoke to find itself owner¬ 
less. in tho midst of Europe. It 
J remains so to this day; Prussia does 
I not claim it for fear of offending 
j Belgium, and Belgium dare not lay 
hunds on it for fear of Prussia. 

I So it remuins independent, though 
(belonging to the German Customs 
Union. It sends conscripts to no 
European annv, and pays tuxes only 
1 o itself. Its governor is one year 
a Prussian major, another year a 
Belgian. * 

Through a similar oversight, a 
small district named Jungholz. finds 
itsolf to this day in a queer posi¬ 
tion. It is situated in the heart of 
,the German empire—in Bavaria—but 
j belongs not. to Germany, but to Aus- 
Itrin. frdrn which it is separated by 
hundreds of miles. Though in Ger¬ 
man teiritory, it sends conscripts to 
the Austrian army, ami pays taxes 
to Austrian collectors.—I’onrson’s 
Weekly.

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Of the Japanese who have been in 
Manchuria in Chinese guise, some 
find their May back vja Shanhaikwan 
nnd Tientsin, some via Corea and 
some by steamer from NcwchWang. 
There havo been a dozen steamers 
leaving Newchwang since the ice 
broke up. and they took away over ( 
Iff.000 Chinese, urtisans, tradesmen, j 
farmers and so on. all anxious to ; 
get away from the war. with its 
dangers and troubles, nnd its stop¬ 
ping of business. Out of the Iff,000, 
perhaps there might be five disguis¬ 
ed Japanese. I do not know and I 
merely guess. I really know of only 
one. 

He belonged to Osaka and had been 
carpenter, coal dealer, bankrupt, 
railway clerk, r~'iool teacher, stew¬ 
ard on a stcuiu. . . had been in jail— 
of course not for any fault of his 
own—and then became a tourist's 
guide for Europeans and Americans 
doing the sights of Japan. He wus 
in the Chino-Japnnese War in 1894, 
but would not snv in what capacity, 
though I verified his knowledge of 
the campaign and of some details 
that would not be known to a man 
who was not there. From 1895 his 
movements must remain his own sec¬ 
ret, up to tne Boxer time, when he 
was again in “a certain part of 
China." which is the current Japan¬ 
ese formula for saying. “Don’t ask 
too much.” 

Since 1900 this man had been in 
various parts of Manchuria. Some¬ 
times he went, as a Japanese, but at 
other times “it was convenient for 
purposes of trade with the natives 
to pnss as one of them.” So it is: 
there nre Rome hundreds of Euro¬ 
peans and Americas in missionary 
work who find it beM to do the Same. 
Once he kept a medium low clnss 
beerhouse for Russian soldiers “at a 
certain town." Then he was a Man- 
ehu expectant sub-prefect, i.e.. he 
had supposedly passed (by bribery) 
the civil service examinations up to 
tho rank of sub-prefect, but was still 
in want of a berth, again a matter 
of bribery; meantime be belonged to 
the great army of unemployed and 
impecunious aristocracy of China.

then a Chinese horse healer in a 
small way, travelling in remo'tc 
country districts. He added, laugh¬ 
ing. “I had no horses, no customers, 
never bought or sold an animal." T 
asked (well knowing): “Then what 
did you do?” Ho answered. “Yas- 
umimashita. honto!” “Taking a 
rest, truly!" And we both laughed 
at the irony of it. 

It was impossible to extract any 
admission that this man had been a 
bandit. Ho hud seen the Hung-hu- 
tze, as every one had who travelled 
say he hud been one of them. He 
said, however, that there was no 
real secret about Japanese being 
among them; it was obviously in the 
naturo of things, and need not bo 
denied. 

He said the bandits were quiet at 
present, for several reasons. The 
bandits had no concerted plans nor 
settled policy. Some of the leaders 
of bands were meeting secretly to 
discuss whether any combined move¬ 
ment could Ik* orgatfizod in the sum¬ 
mer nnd autumn, when farm work 
would again be slack and recruits 
robber bands would bo plentiful.

Most of them 
had no aspirations or thoughts be¬ 
yond mere self-preservation and ths 
need of daily bread. Their motivdb 
were almost entirely of the most sor¬ 
did, and political questions nr na¬ 
tional issues never entered their 
heads, except in so far as they might 
directly affect the bandit business.

I My informant, while denying that 
he over witrtessed an engagement be¬ 
tween Hung-hu-tzc and Cossacks, 
stated that on several occasions tho 
bandits had defeated a superior num¬ 
ber of Russians. The latter usually 
allowed themselpcs to be outwitted 
and neglected the most ordinary pre¬ 
cautions.

THE WAR IN THE EAST 
FAVORS THEIR USE. 
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Britifi(h Admiralty Will Build| 
Warships of Less 
Tonnage. 

Tho day of tho smaller battleship 
is coming. The instant destruction 
of the Retropavlovsk and tho Hot- 
suse, by floating mines, has furnished 
conclusive proof that naval warfare 
in the future will be attended by- 
dangers which no armor can guard 
against. There is, therefore, no ob¬ 
ject in sinking more money in a 
single battleship than is absolutely 
necessary in order to obtain the ne¬ 
cessary speed and strength sufficient 
to carry big guns of long rnnge. 

Mr. Philip Watts, the Director of 
British Naval Construction, is now 
busy with his plans for the present 
year, and the next ships laid down 
*will be of considerably smaller ton¬ 
nage than those designed by Sir 
William White. 

MUST TAKE THE LEAD. 

Commenting on this matter, the 
London Express suys : “It is Bri¬ 
tain’s duty to take the lead in naval 
construction. The strength of our 
navy lies not only in its numerical 
power, but also in its conformity. 
Our ships must conform as closely as 
possible to the conditions necessary 
to obtain the highest degree of secur¬ 
ity possible in modern naval war¬ 
fare. The Far Eastern conflict has 
added much new information to our 
previous knowledge, based largely on 
theory, as to what might happen in 
this age of high explosives. We have 
now to turn these fresh facts to mtr 
advantage.

Use by Sick People.

influences, especi-

| or drink. Early rising is thus rather 
'one effect of certain favorable influ¬ 
ences—another result of which is 
longevity—than a cause of longevity. 
To turn a weakly man out of bed 
every morning will not prolong his 
life unless ho has slept enough. Pre¬ 
venting a weakly person from sleep¬ 
ing more thun four or five hours 
nightly would not cause him to live 
to be old, but would tend 1 to shorten 
his life. Early rising docs not mean 
the time by the clock—the word has 
a relative significance with the time 
of going to bod. A person who re¬ 
tires to rest four hours after mid¬ 
night and gels up at 10 u.m may 
be strictly regarded ns an early ris¬ 
er. Thus early rising is synonymous 
with short sleeping, which means ra¬ 
pid recovery from fatigue, itself a 
sign of bodily strength. Early ris¬ 
ing as a practice may be cultivated 
by ull persons in good health. It is 
excellent as a moral discipline, and 
eminently healthy as a matter of 
fact. Most persons will eat three 
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most nurses und physicians give it 
credit for. The patient who is al¬ 
lowed to look into one is likely to 
be frightened into n relapse ut sight 
of his cadaverous appearance, while 
the one who is not allowed to look 
is similarly affected by the refusal, 
which ho attributes to the fnet that 
his face is too much for his nerves. 

"All things considered, 1 think it a 
good plun to give a sick person a 
chuncc to look at himself occasional¬ 
ly," says a doctor. "Of course, the 
indulgence must be granted with dis¬ 
cretion.

It thrills the pa¬ 
tient with new hope. It makes him 
feel that he isn’t quite so fnr gone 
as he had thought, and that possi¬

ST. PAUL'SJJiTHBDML 

LONDON’S FAMOUS CHURCH IS 
13 CENTURIES OLD. 

Built by King Ethelbcrt in A. D. 
604 and Reconstructed 
229 Tears Ago. 

Tradition assorts that a Temple to 
Diana preceded the Christian Church 
of »t. Paul's on the summit of 
I^udgatehill. It is not at ull un¬ 
likely. When the Romans swept 
the country, and formed their camp 
on the eminence overlooking the 
Thames to protect the river trade 
at the foot of the hill, they would 
nlso erect a heathen temple some¬ 
where in the neighborhood. 

How and when Christianity sup¬ 
planted heuthenism in London no 
man knows. Tho barbaric hordes 
from the north who rolled the Ro¬ 
man legions into the sea /lid their 
work so thoroghly that, no trace of 
authentic history remains. Although 
it is certain that at the Council of 
Arles, in 314. Restitutus, a Bishop 
of London .was one of the three Bri¬ 
tish bishops present, it cannot he 
said with certainty that his church 
Was the Church of St. Paul's. 

St. Peter's. Cornhill. Nas been 
claimed to have an older foundation 
than that of St. raid’s, but Bishop 
Browne gives good reasons for re¬ 
jecting the claim. 

Reliable history begins with the 
Venerable Bede, who, in speaking of 
the consecration of Bishop Mellitus 
in 804, adds : “King Ethelbert built 
the Church of St. Paul s, in the City 
of London, where he (Mellitus) and 
his successors should have their epis¬ 
copal seat, hut gives no indication 
whether this wus an entirely new 
church, or one erected on a site pre¬ 
viously occupied. 

THE DEMON OF FIRE 

seems to have hud n peculiar grudgo 
against St. Paul’s, for twenty years 
after the conquest the church was 
wrapped in flumes and burned to the 
ground. Bishop Maurice entertained 
ambitious plans for a church of con¬ 
siderable magnitude. When the tin- 
ishing touches were put to the struc¬ 
ture it was the pride and admiration 
of the Nroman builder. W’illium of 
Malmesbury went into ruptures *>ver 
it. "Such is the steadiness of its 
beauty," he says, "that it is worthy 
of l>eing numljered amongst the most 
famous of buildings." 

But thirty yearn later this elabor¬ 
ate building was consumed in the 
flames that swept the city from Lon¬ 
don bridge io the Fleet, and u new 
nuve—destine^ to be the scone of 
many stirring events— was erected on 
the ruins of the old. 

Old St. Paul's*, as this church is 
known in history, stood for over five 
hundred years, and during that per¬ 
iod witnessed some stirring und ex¬ 
citing events. In fuct, u great por¬ 
tion of English history is epitomized 
in the history of the church. 

In Richard the Second’s day. Lud- 
gate-Hill often witnessed the picture¬ 
sque sight of monks, pedlars, pil¬ 
grims. end other wnndorers wending 
their way to the sacred shrine to 
deposit their offerings or ohtuin 
heuling und strengthening virtue 
from a contemplation of the many 
relict thut were guarded by the 
monks, and regarded with owe by 
the wandering crowds. No suspic¬ 
ions us to their genuineness ever en¬ 
tered the minds of these simple 
people. It is only in the:.v leas re¬ 
verential days that we raise a broad 
smile when we are told that Old 
St. Paul s contained, among other 
relics, "A knife of our Lord, some 
hair of Mary Mugdnlene. some blood 
of St. Paul, r.ome milk of the Virgin 
ihe bond of Si. .John, pieces of the 
impetuous skull of Thomas n Becker, 
and the head and Jaw of King Ethel¬ 
bert !" 

IN THE EARLY DAYS 

of Queen Eli/.ubeth the church had 
become what the Temple was in 
Christ’s day—a den of thieves und 
worse, 'riie Queen issued a proclam- 


meamirement m square feet being 
84,311. 

The cathedral iteelf, left colorless 
and blank by Wren, has never been 
finished. 

During the last thirty years, how¬ 
ever, good progress has been made 
with the decorative work. The eight 
spandrel pictures round the dome 
were completed in 1814. In niches 
above tho gilt rails of the whispering 
gallery are stone figures of the four 
eastern and four western doctors of 
tho church. A marble pulpit has 
been erected. A new reredos, rich 
und elaborate in design, was dedicat¬ 
ed on St. Paul’s Day, 1888. Several 
stained glass windows have sup¬ 
planted those of plain glass, and Sir 
W. B. Richmond's mosaics, though 
subjected to* much advereo criti;ism, 
havo lit up the choir with gleams 
of harmonious color. 

Tho church has been the scene of 
many imposing ceremonies, ^chief of 
which in recent years have "been the 
attendance of Queen Victoria and 
the ro>al family in February, 1872, 
to give thanks to God for the recov¬ 
ery ol the Prince of Wales, and the 
still more recent thanksgiving fer 
the .Jubilee reign of Queen Victoria 
in 1897. when tho service "a? held 
at the foot of the west front nteps, 
a record of which is inscribed cn the 
granite pavement.

Is tjie British nation growing too 
fast? That is a question which is 
being seriously discussed Just now 
in view of the statement by a prom¬ 
inent medical men at Edinburgh that 
the youth of the country are being 
fed at school upon a diet which en¬ 
courages the formation of flesh ra¬ 
ther than intellect. 

Dr. Yorke-Davics, of London, the 
well-known dietetic expert, is of 'the 
opinion, nnd in the course of an in¬ 
teresting interview, gavo the follow¬ 
ing expression of his views 

MOKE ANIMAL FOOD. 

"I am quite ifi agreement with the 
opinion expressed by Dr. Leslie Mac¬ 
kenzie at the meeting of tho Par¬ 
ents’ National Education Union at 
Edinburgh, that the average school¬ 
boy is very improperly fed, and a 
very great deal of harm is done to 
the youth of this country by wrong 
diet. I?e has too much farinaceous 
food and not enough animal food. 
The practice of giving boys beer is a 
thoroughly bad one, as at their ago 
they are much better without alco¬ 
holic stimulants of any kind. 

"The usual school meals are made 
up far too largely of bread, pud¬ 
dings. and jam, which are not tho 
foods of energy. One boy, who was 
recently brought to me for over-fat¬ 
ness. I ordered to be removed from 
his school at once, so very harmful 
was the diet proving. Every school¬ 
boy, says Dr. Clement Dukes, a great 
authority, should have a pound of 
meat a day, and it should be well 
cooked. - Wit/h this I agree. 

"It is not, however, in schools 
alone that feeding is based on en¬ 
tirely wrong principles. The same 
is the case in the army, the navy 
and nearly all groat public institu¬ 
tions. Take work-houses, for in¬ 
stance. Not long ago it was stated 
that the inmates of a certain work- 
house* had grown so fat that the 
chairs were not sufficiently large for 
them. 

SAILOR BADLY FED 

"The food of the sailor, according 
to tho latest ‘improved’ ration, is 
absolutely too ridiculous for words, 
because it contains over three times 
as much farinaceous matter as he 
should be ullowod. The result of the 
diet cannot but affect his efficiency in 
war time, rendering him far less uc- 
tivo thun he ought to bo. In a few 
years, in fact, it is calculated, as I 
have pointed out in an article in the 
‘Gentleman’s Magazine,’ to make him 
fat, lazy and gouty, and ho will 
scarcely bo able to waddle about the 
deck 

‘‘‘The convicts at Dartmoor ulso 
Have more then double tho amount 
of food—that is to suy, farinaceous 
foods—that they should have, with 
tho result that they become very 
obese. When I went over the prison 
rofcentlv I found thut most of them 
were too fat even to walk properly, 
and obviously not so capable of do¬ 
ing the convict’s ordinary hard work 
ns they should be.

The top of the k’ang 
is covered with matting made of 
strips of bamboo or the rind of the 
tall millet. 

The convenience and economy of the 
k’ang is marvelous. Through the day 
it serves as a place on which to sit 
and talk. At meal-times it is the 
dining-room. The food is served on 
email tables a foot high 
which the family squats. 

In the evening the beds are unroll¬ 
ed, and it forms the general sleeping- 
placoJ In the cold weather, with the 
thermometer below zero outside and 
below freezing point even within, a 
nice warm k’ang makes a most 
agreeable bed on w'hich to sleep.

boiler that we were compelled to j n i 
sleep on the floor or on tables, or 
else to lay a quantity of straw un¬ 
der our bedding to mitigate the 
heat.

The Hermans are 
also, ns a race, very stout, and this 
H’cms to be in a great measure due 
to their drinking such large quanti¬ 
ties of thin beer, which is very fat¬ 
tening. 

DULLS THE INTELLECT. 

“Over-fatness undoubtedly tends to 
dull the intellect nnd decrease energy. 
It will he found by studying his¬ 
tory that very few really great and 
successful soldiers or thinkers huve 
1 >* fat. I think there is some 

truth in the assertion of a military 
friend of mine that if Napoleon had 
been thirty-five instead of forty-six 
and not so fat when he fought Wat¬ 
erloo. the result of the battle might 
have been different. As it was. over¬ 
fatness had- sapped his energy and 
crippled the ease of his movements. 
Wellington, on the other hand, had 
the advantage of being a compara¬ 
tively thin man. 

“If we take the leuding statesmen 
of to-day, Mr. Chamberlain has de¬ 
cidedly a slim figure, and Mr. Bal¬ 
four ulso errs on the right side. 
Among the Liberals. Mr. Morlcy. per¬ 
haps the most thoughtful of his 
party, has no superfluous fl»»sh to en¬ 
cumber him. Of course, there are 
exceptions to this rule, ns to all 
rules. 

“You will very seldom find a dis¬ 
contented man over-fat, because so 
much of his time is devoted to wor¬ 
rying over his grievances, whether 
real or imaginary. That is what 
I meant wften I said in the Gefitlu- 
mnn’s Magazine that I should like to 
see a twonty-stone Anarchist. Idiots 
on the othor hand, who arc lacking 
in intellect, are usually obese and 
flabbv. 

FAT EASILY REMOVED. 

“Those who have tho misfortune to 
be over-fat have at least the con¬ 
solation that It is a disease easily 
cured by proper diet and exercise. 
As it is catised almost invariably by 
improper food, it can only be dealt 
iwith by the patient with proper 
food. Medicines are useless, and 
should never be taken for that pur¬ 
pose. Tho quack modicines which 
you see advertised so freely, and 
such drugs as acetic acid, thyroid 
tablets, and purgatives of various 
kinds, if they bring about reduction 
of weight at ull, do so at the ex¬ 
pense of hoalth. 

"Of coursu, it Is impossible to lay 
down a partjpuiar diet suitable for 
all cases of over-fatness. The proper 
food for one individual is not the 
proper food for another; in fact, in 
this case nothing could be more true 
than th* old adage that. ‘What is 
one ujs< 3'4 food is another man’s 
poisoiS.' M

E&omaraton Somatlm— Found 
tho Task a Bard One. 


The census of India for 1901, com¬ 
pleted after many difficulties had 
been overcome, has been published 
by the Imperial' Government. The 
enumerators encountered peculiar ob¬ 
stacles. 

In Rajputana the Bhils’ experience 
of the liberal help given to them 
during the famine, combined with 
Captain Bannorman's tact and en¬ 
ergy to alloy their suspicions, and 
thoy were induced to abandon their 
ancient claims to be exempt from 
census and to submit to enumeration 
by a special system which recognized 
their prejudice against outsiders en¬ 
tering their villages, and required the 
headmen to muster their people and 
have them counted ut convenient 
places in the neighborhood. They 
were duly impressed by the practical 
argument that for people who were 
not ^numerated there would be "no 
food at the next famine." 

In t^e Andaman and Nicobar Is¬ 
lands, Mr. Risley tells how the ad¬ 
mirable arrangements made by the 
Chief Commissioner, Sir Richard 
Temple, rendered it possible to effect 
the first enumeration of the abori¬ 
gines. The census was conducted by 
special parties of the Settlement offi¬ 
cials, at some risk to themselves, in 
a series of tours by steamer and 
boat in imperfectly chartered wa¬ 
ters. At Port Campbell they were 
attacked by the implacably hostile 
•Jaraw-us of South Andaman, and 
were obliged to fire on their assail¬ 
ants, one Jarawa being killed. 

The enumeration brought,to light 
a tribe hitherto unknown, the Tabo 
of North Andaman, concerning whom 
it is stated, in explanation of their 
small numbers, that when a conta¬ 
gious disease appeared recently 
among them they proceeded to kill 
off all those who were attacked, un¬ 
til very few of the tribe were loft. 

Dr icily summarizing the figures, 
U’c find that the 1,254,012 square 
miles of the Indian Empire had in 
1901 a population of 517,458,193. 

In tho chapter on "Religious" wo 
learn that tho Christian community 
numbers 2,923,241, of whom 2,664,- 
313 are natives. Of these latter 
two-fifths are Roman Catholics. In 
1872 the Christians numbered 1,- 
506,098. of whom 1,248,788 were 
natives. The growth of Christian¬ 
ity, it is satisfactory to learn, is 
far more rapid than that of the gen¬ 
eral population.

STRATEGY OF THE CUCKOO. 
The Indian fruit-cuckoo, which, 
like all members of the cuckoo fam- 
its By, lays its eggs in the nests of 
other birds, and thus avoids tho 
trouble of hatching them, is said 
to exhibit most interesting strategy 
in dealing with crows, which ore its 
enemies. Whereas the hen. an in¬ 
conspicuous speckled gray bird, con¬ 
ceals herself in the foliage, the 
cock, remarkable for his brilliant 
black plumage und crimson eyes, 
places himself on a perch near n 
crow's nest, and makes a great noise. 
The crows immediately rush out to 
attack him, nnd he takes to flight 
with them in pursuit. The hen 
meanwhile slips into the nest nnd 
deposits an egg. Sometimes the 
crows get back before the egg is laid 
and then tho intruding hen cuckoo 
gets a trouncing. 


PAID WEEKLY WAGES. 

Proposed Changes in the British 
Army System. 

The British War Office is proposing 
to make important alterations with 
ti*gHrd to soldiers’ pay, ihe number 
of subalterns’, and the promotion of 
lieutenants. 

Soldiers arc in future to have their 
pay issued to them in tho form of 
weekly wages, instead of piecemeal 

ith a monthly settling-up. Pay¬ 
ments to men away from headquar¬ 
ters will be made by post. 

On active service the pay duties 
will be undertaken Ijy the new Fin¬ 
ance Department. Each soldier will 
carry his own pay book, in which 
every payment will be entered, 
that wherever he is he cannot over¬ 
draw or underdraw without the 
knowledge of the officer to whom ho 
may apply for money. The new sys¬ 
tem, which will siinplify tho pay 
accounts, hus been triled in the south 
eastern district, and will bo Intro¬ 
duced throughout the army gradual¬ 
ly. 

The War Office proposes to add a 
commissioned strength of the army 
fn order to decentralize the training 
in squadrons and companies. 

The proposition is well supported 
and it. is suggested that the increas¬ 
ed cost shall be met by abolishing 
the cost pf second command in bat¬ 
talions and regiments. 

General officers commanding have 
been asked to express their views 
upon tho feasibility of the latter 
project, and many arc in favor of 
tho post being eliminated, now that 
instruction is to be decentralized int< 
companies and squadrons. 

It has also been proposed to do 
away with the seniority rule in pro¬ 
moting lieutenants to captaincies, 
and to promote the most able lieu¬ 
tenants by selection. 
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MINTJTE MEASUREMENTS. 

Because the balance-wheels of 
watches expand and contract with 
changes of temperature, they run 
slower or faster, according to cir¬ 
cumstances. By making them of dif¬ 
ferent kinds of metal, having differ¬ 
ent degrees of expansion with in¬ 
crease of temperature, tho effect of 
their changes on the running of 
watches may be almost entirely elim¬ 
inated. But. in dealing with such a 
problem it is necessary to know the 
expansibility of the metal employed. 
A means of measuring it is furnished 
by an instrument, called a dilatomet- 
er, in which a system of delicate lev¬ 
ers, or a chain of gear wheels, mag¬ 
nifies the motion of a pointer over 
a graduated scale hundreds of times. 
At a meeting of the Physical Society 
in London lately a dilatometer was 
exhibited which had a magnification 
of 1.500 times, so that the change 
in .the length of n piece of steel caus¬ 
ed by a single degree of rise or fall 
of temperature was clearly measured 
by it.

There is 
no country in the world, perhaps, 
where the poor laborers, work harder 
nnd arc treated so badly, and when* 
there is absolutely no redress for 
their wrongs. 

Morocco is a fine country, full of 
mineral wealth, grund forests and 
great possibilities. Generally speak¬ 
ing, the climate is good, and a stal>- 
le form of government is nil that is 
needed. 

During the lulls between tho vari¬ 
ous revolutions, riots and fights. 
Messrs. Thomas Cook & Son have 
sent parties of tourists on camping 
excursions in to Morocco, hut with 
the exception of Tangier, there has 
never been n rush of pleasure seek¬ 
ers. All robbers in the interior ride 
on horseback and carry excellent 
rifles, which they obtain through the 
kindness of tho various British and 
German gun-running firms, who im¬ 
port them into the country. 

To those who are tired of the mon¬ 
otony of civilized life, und want to 
seek for trouble, Morocco can be 
safely recommended. 

BUSY FIGHTERS. 

There is always fighting going on 
somewhere, and the brigands and 
locust plagues help to keep things 
busy. When the Sultan passes 
through a town all the inhabitants 
have to go inside their houses und 
closn their doors nnd windows. No 
ordinary person is allowed to look 
upon the countenance of the Light 
of the Desert. 

Tho young Sultan. Abdul-Aziz, is 
a keen photographer and also a mo¬ 
torist. He has had a road special¬ 
ly constructed at Fez for his motor¬ 
car. His keen delight is to muster 
tho Ministers of his Cabinet and then 
chase them around ori his uutomo- 
bile. As a one-sided modern amuse¬ 
ment for absolute monarchs this 
takes a lot of beating, even in Ger¬ 
many.

ENEMY'S PHOTOGRAPH. 

_ 

Invention Which Takes it From 
Point Overhead. 

A remarkable appliance, tho inven¬ 
tion of nn Englishman, will shortly 
make its appearance at tho scut of 
war, and muy bo expected to have u 
^sidcrable effect on the progress of 
tE3 campaign. 

It consists of an automatic aero¬ 
plane, containing a powerful photo¬ 
graphic apparatus. It cun bo sent 
up to a considerable heights, and 
driven four miles away from tho 
base at which it is held captive, and 
brought back after taking a complete 
photographic map of two miles of 
tho country over which it has hover¬ 
ed. 

Thus an nrrn.v possession this ap¬ 
paratus enn safely obtain a detailed 
plan of an enemy’s position, showing 
in eVcry particular tho disposition 
of guns, trenches, and forces. More¬ 
over, the aeroplane will register tho 
exact distances of all the • objects 
photographed. 

Similarly, it can be sent from the 
deck of a warship to photograph, for 
example, an enemy’s harbor nnd 
fleet, thus enabling its possessor to 
train his guns on the object, of* at¬ 
tack with deadly effect, or to us- 
suult a iK>sition with all the advan¬ 
tages of un accurate^ knowledge of 
what he is attacking.

fattening Ration*.—A satisfactory 
fattening ration is one that is palatable 
and that will produce a white-colors l 
flesh. Giouod oats, finely ground or 
with the coarser hulls sifted out, 
should form the basis of all the grain 
mixtures. Ground corn fed in excess 
will result in a yellow-colored flesh of j 
I inferior quality; ground pease impart 
I a hardness to the flesh that is not de- 
| sirable. Ground oats, ground buck- J 
j wheat, ground barley, and low grade ( 
; flour are the most suitable meals for • 
fattening. 

SATISFACTORY MFAL MIXTURE*. | 

(1) Ground oats(coarser hulls removed.) 

(2) Si tings from rolled oats (or hulling 
oust should bo included ) 

(3) Two parts ground oats, two parts 
ground buckwheat, one part ground 
corn. 

(4) Equal part** grouud oats, ground 
barley, and ground buckwheat 

(5) Two parts ground barley, low grade 
flour, one part wheat bran, 

The ground meal should bo 
mixed to a thin porridge with pour 
skim-milk or buttermilk. On the ac¬ 
reage, 10 pounds of meal require from 
J5 to 17 pounds of sour skim-milk. A 
mall quantity of s»}t should be added 
to the mash. 

.When sufficent skim-milk or butter¬ 
milk cannot be obtained for mixing 
masbes, a quantity of animal and raw 
vegetabe food should be added to the 
fattening ration. 

The chickens should remain in the 
fattening crates for a period of 24 days, 
more or less depending on the condition 
of the bird. Bafore they are placed in 
the crates they enould be well dusted 
with sulphur to kill the lice. They 
should be again sulphured three days 
before they are k ill id. 

The first week— It is necessary to 
feed the chickens lightly the first week 
they are in the crates. A small quan¬ 
tity of the fattening food should he 
spread along the troughs, and as this 
is eaten more food is added, but not 
a* much as the chickens* would con¬ 
sume. The food should bo given three 
times a day, and aftor feeding the 
troughs should be cleaned and turned 
over. The chickens should receive 
fresh water twice a day, nnd grit two 
or three times a week while in the 
crates. 

The ^second week—T he chickens 
should be given twice a day a 9 much 
food as they will eat. Half an hour 
after feeding the troughs should bs 
cleaned and turned over. 

the last ten days— At the com¬ 
mencement of this period one pound of 
tallow a day should be added to the 
mashes for every 70 chickens. The 
quantity of tallow should be gradually 
increased so that at the latter part of 
r.he period one pound of tallow is fed to 
f)0 chickens. The chickens should re¬ 
ceive the fattening food twice a day. 



CLOVER SOD.

The* word bamboo suggests to most 
American* a faithful fishing rod or a 
dainty fan. To the Japanese and Chi¬ 
nese, who are the most practical agri¬ 
culturists In the world, it is as indis¬ 
pensable us the white pine to the 
American farmer. They are not only 
dependent upon it for much of their 
building material, but make their 
ropes, mats, kitchen utensils and In¬ 
numerable other articles out of It. 

There are many varieties of the bam¬ 
boo plant, from the species which Is 
woven into mats to the tall bamboo 
tree which the Chinaman uses for the 
mast of his large boat. One variety Is 
cultivated as a vegetable and the 
young shoots eaten like asparagus, or 
they may be salted, pickled or pre¬ 
served. 

The rapidity of growth of the bam¬ 
boo Is perhaps Its most wonderful char¬ 
acteristic. There ore actual records 
of a bain 1 >oo^»t| wing three feet in a 
single day. orvVthe rate of one nnd a 
half inches annir.

POTATOES SHOULD BE SPRAYED 
NOW TO PREVENT BLIGHT 
AND ROT. 

Farmers continue to lose hundred 4 ! 
of bushels of potatoes every year fiom 
bliyh't and rot which might ho saved 
by spraying the vines with Bordeaux 
mixture. The results obtained at the 
Central Experimental Farm and else¬ 
where have proved over an l over 
again bow well it pays to spray, but 
comparatively few farmers spray 
their potatoes for the prevention of 
rot even jet. At Ottawa one variety 
that was sprayed j'ielded at the rate of 
of 201 bushels more per acre. The 
formma used is 6 lbs. bluestone, 1 lbs. 
lioie aud 40gallons water. If the pot¬ 
ato beetle is still active 8 ozs. Paris 
green may be added to this. If fresh 
iirno eauuot he obtained, T.Jj lbs. wash¬ 
ing soda will take its place. There 
should be about 2 sprayings, the first 
about the middle of .Ipiy, the .-ncond 
from ten days to two weeks later, the 
object being to keep the vines covered 
with the mixture until September, 
it has beon proven by experiment 
that over half the crop of potatoes 
will ho produced after August 22ud, if 
the vines are kept green, and this is 
what spraj'ing will do, as, at the 
Experimental Farm, the vinos have 
been kept green from 18 (o 20 days 
longer than where left unsprayed.

FATTENING CHICKENS FOR 
MARKET. 

In order to have the chickens plump 
and well fitted for market when they 
are at the most profitable age, they 
should be placed in the fattening crates 
when thej’ are three months old. It 
is not meant by this that chickens can¬ 
not be fatted profirably when they are 
more than three months old. Suitable 
market chickens of any age will show 
gains in the crates. In selecting 
chickens for fattening, those should be 
fatted that have a good constitution, 
denoted by short strong beak, head 
wide between the eyes, lively appear¬ 
ance and that are of medium siz--, and 
ure of a broad squars shap<*, with short 
straight legs set well apait. 

Equipment for fattening —In fatt¬ 
ening chickens for im*rk it is advis¬ 
able to use-the fattening crates recoin- 
mended by the Poultry Division, 
Ottawa. If onlj T a small number of 
chickens are to be fatted, packing box« s 
of suitable dimensions can be adapted 
for the purpose. The open top of the 
box should be removed for tho front. 
Laths should be nailed up aud down 
the front, and also lengthways of tho 
crate to form the door. The laths are

01 vmunu.o iuuu 
constituents. Its benefical effects upon 
tho soil, however, do not seem to be so 
clearly understood. Scientists, who 
have raado a careful study of tho in¬ 
fluence of clover on the soil, tel! 
that aftei large crops have been remov¬ 
ed from the land, the soil is actually 
richer in nitrogen after growing clover 
than it was before, owing to the largo 
amount of nitrogen which tho clover 
roots have obtained from the air. As 
a rule, farmers grow clover and timothy 
together, and are therefore nuable to 
a-.certain the comparative influence of 
each of these crops on the soil. 

We have conducted a series of ex¬ 
periments at tho Agricultural College, 
Guelph, on three different occasions, 
in order to ascertain tho comparative 
value of clover and grass sod for crop 
production. We first Rrew clovers aud 
grasses upon separate plots and re¬ 
moved the crops, after which tho laud 
was plowed and other crops were sown 
The results, therefore, show the influ¬ 
ence of the roots remaining in the soil 
upon the productivness of crops follow¬ 
ing the clovers and the grasses. Iu 
1002, barley was sown after each of 
four varieties of clovers and three 
varieties of grasses in four different 
places in our experimental grounds. 
The average results of the four tests in 
pounds of barley per acre were as 
follows; Reu Clover, 1516; Lucerne, 
14f)0: Alsike Clover^ 1427; Mammoth 
Red Claver, 1408:xr Meadow Fescue 
Grass. 1068; Orchard Grass, 1015; and 
Timothy, 94G. It will therefore be 
s-an that the Red Clover sod gave an 
increase over the Timothy sod of 570 
pounds, or nearly twelve bushels per 
acre. 

In another experiment which was 
completed in 1000, in which winter 
wheat was sown on both c over an l 
grass sods it was found that an avei- 
agn of 0104 pounds of wheat per acre 
was obtained from the clover sod, and 
only 2.400 pounds from the grass sod 

In 1809, a mixture of oats and 
barley was sown on clover sod and 
also on grass sod. Tho results were 
very marked, as an average of 225G 
pounds of mixed grains per acre was 
obtained from the clover sod, aud only 
1078 pounds of mixed grains per acre 
from the grass sod. 

By averaging the results of these 
three grains, we fiad that the crop 
grown on the clover sod gave an in¬ 
crease over the crop grown on the 
grass sod by fully 5G per cent. 

The results of these”* experiments 
help us to appreciate the benefical 
influence on the soil from growing 
clover. It also indicates the suitabil¬ 
ity of a properly cultivated clover sod 
as a preparation for winter wheat or 
spring grains-

ANT PECULIARITIES. 


Bacli Specie* 11ns n Distinct Odor 
lJlacernllile liy Oilier Ant*. 

Each ant species appears to have Its 
distinctive odor, discernible by other 
ants. Within each species tUore nrc 
also differences of odor dependent on 
the age of the colony and the nge of 
the queen from whose egg its inmates 
are produced. The ant’s organs of 
smell are its antennae, and the anten¬ 
nae consist, as it were, of a series of 
noses, qaeb of which has a special task. 
One nosq tells the ant whether it is In 
Its own nest or that of on enemy. An¬ 
other nose discriminates between odors 
of ants of the same species, but of dif¬ 
ferent colonies. The tliird serves the 
purpose of discerning the scent laid 
down by the ant’s own feet, so that It 
may retrace its steps along its own 
path. Another rose smells the ant 
larvae and pupae, and the fifth nose 
detects the presence of an enwny. 
Thus If an ant be left with only the 
four noses it will live peaceably with 
alien ants, but while it has its fifth 
nose it will fight the alien to the death. 
If ants moke one another's acquaint¬ 
ance before they are twelve hours old 
they will thereafter live amicably to¬ 
gether, though of different species or 
subfamilies. But in three days after 
hatching their criterion of correct ant 
odor is established, and they refuse to 
affiliate with ants whose odor is not 
in accord with their standard.

Straw For lint* n (ontnry Agn. 

In the curly part of the last century 
there were fewer factories in tills coun¬ 
try than now. and many things were 
made by hand which today are the 
work of machinery. This was especial¬ 
ly true of the braid for straw hats. 
Kye straw was commonly used, al¬ 
though wheat was also in demand. Rut 
the rye straw had longer stems and 
was more easily handled. 

In driving along the country roads, in 
Massachusetts particularly, late in flic 
summer one would see great bundles 
of tlie straw hanging on the fences to 
dry. When the sun and wind had 
done their share, of the work, it was 
placed in casks when* sulphur was 
burning until it was bleached to a paio 
yellow. Then it was split into narrow 
widths suitable for braiding.—St. Nich¬ 
olas.

CRETAN LEPERS. 

Their ambers Are Swelled by Their 

Food and Their Filth. 

In tlx* small island of Crete leprosy 
is shockingly prevalent. The Cretans 
have themselves to thank for this state 
of affairs. The houses may be pretty 
and whitewashed on the outside, but 
within the filth is fearful. And the 
food t> :>y eat Is Just what encourages 
leprosy. The Greek forbids meat about 
2(>0 days out of tho year, so ns good 
Christians they must live on salt fish, 
which Is not improved by Its long 
Journey from northern seas to southern 
heat. The olive oil is so plentiful— 
they export L’O.tibO tons each year—that 
they use it to excess, even adding It to 
the milk of a rice’pudding. Hut the 
crowning evil Is pork, the favorite fare 
of the Cretans on days when the 
church allows them to eat meat. The 
leper is not cut off here as he Is in the 
Fiji islands or at the Cape. Outside 
each village may be seen a little white 
bop.se called the “leprurliorion.” Here 
the lepers live. Their estates. If they 
have any. are administered for them 
by friends, and any one passing by the 
door may speak to them. If the Suf¬ 
ferers he poor the state provides each 
day u loaf of bread, and the charity 
of passershy adds the luxuries.

CHURCHES AND OUTLAWS. 


Aselest Lena That dare Shelias aai 
Protection ta Criminal!. 

In early times, when life and prop¬ 
erty were accounted cheap unless de¬ 
fended sword in hand, the church of¬ 
fered shelter and sanctuary to thoss 
who had occasion to fear the arm of 
the law. In the middle ages whoever 
crossed the threshold of a church was 
considered under divine protection and 
could not be arrested, while several 
churches and cathedrals still preserve 
the knockers used by tbor-e who had 
fled thither for shelter and claimed ad¬ 
mittance. In some buildings the fugi¬ 
tive from justice sat upon a chair or 
stool, and the register of a church in 
Durham, England, covering a period 
extending from the year 1404 to the 
year 1324, included, besides other 
crimes, 103 murders nnd homicides, in 
which 283 persons seeking protection 
were concerned. To attempt Jo violate 
sanctuary by force was in those days 
a very serious matter, and when the 
outlaw decided to save his life by leav¬ 
ing the realm be did so in the follow¬ 
ing manner: "When a robber, murderer 
or other evil doer shall fly unto any 
church upon Ills confession of felony 
the coroner shall cause the abjuration 
to be made thus: Let the felon be 
brought to the church door and there 
be assigned unto him n port, near or 
far off, and a time appointed to him to 
go out of the realm, so that In going 
toward that port he carry a cross in 
his band, nnd that ho go not out of the 
king’s highway, neither on the right 
hand nor on the left, but that he keep 
it always until he shall be gone out of 
the land, and that he shall not return 
without special grace of our lord the 
king." _ 


THE WORK OF N0VICE8. 

laTtBUdM That >■*▼• W«rkt4 Waw 
dorm la Glaaamakla*. 

In 1527 a carpenter of Sandwich, 
Mass., wanting a piece of glass of a 
particular size and shape, conceived 
the idea that the molten metal could be 
pressed into any form, much the same 
as lead might be, writes William Ik 
Btewart In the Cosmopolitan. Up te 
that time all glaaawnre had been 
blown either offhand or in a mold, and 
considerable skill was required, and 
the process was slow. The glass man¬ 
ufacturers laughed at the carpenter, 
but he went ahead and built a press, 
and now the United States is the 
greatest pressed glassware country in 
the world. 

In 1800 a novice in the plate glass in¬ 
dustry, Henry Fleckuer .of Pittsburg, 
whose only knowledge of ghiss had 
been acquired in a window glass fac¬ 
tory, invented an annealing "lehr," the 
most important single improvement 
ever introduced lu plate gluss munu- 
fueture. In three hours by the lehr the 
same work is done which under the old 
kiln system required three days. 

About the sume year Philip Argobast 
of Pittsburg, ulso a novice in glass- 
making, invented u process by which 
bottles and Jars rnuy be made entirely 
by machinery, the costly blow oven 
process being avoided and the expense 
of bottle making reduced one-half. 


PRESENCE OF MIND. 


The War Two Englishmen Ca»t«re4 
Foar Handrert Prisoner*. 

Toward the close of the peninsular 
war 400 prisoners were captured by 
John Colbome, afterward Field Mar¬ 
shal Lord Seaton. Colborne, who was 
wounded at Talavera, had been dis¬ 
abled for some time, but in 1813 hs 
was in active service again, and when 
Wellington’s army crossed the frontier 
into France he performed what was in¬ 
deed the most amazing feut of his ca* 
rcor .8 

When riding, with no comrade but 
the famous Sir Henry 8 mith, separated 
from his column, he saw 400 French 
soldiers pussing along a ravine below 
him. "The only way was to put a 
good face ou the matter,” he wrote. 
“So I went up to them, desiring them 
to surrender. The officer, thinking, of 
course, the column was behind me, sur¬ 
rendered his sword, saying theatrically. 
‘Je vous rends cette epee, qul a blen 
fait son devoir.’ (I surrender this 
sword, which has done its duty well.) 
The 400 followed his example.” Sir 
Henry Smith used to declare that he 
had never seen such <*ool presence of 
mind ns Colborne displayed on this oc¬ 
casion. 


PERSONAL NOMENCLATURE. 


Ancient Name* anti the Modern Sys¬ 
tem of Sornnnie*. 

Neither Hebrews, Egyptians, Assyr¬ 
ians, Iinhyloninns, Persians nor Greeks 
had surnames, and in the earliest peri¬ 
od of their history the same may be 
said of the Homans. In course of time, 
however, every Homan citizen had 
throe names—the prnenomen, or per¬ 
sonal name; the nomen, or name of the 
gens or clan, nnd the cognomen, or 
fumily name, as Publius Cornelius Sclp- 
io. Conquerors were occasionally com¬ 
plimented by tho addition of u fourth 
n ume, or agnomen, commemorative of 
their conquest, as Publius Corneliui 
Sciplo Afrlcnnus. 

It is impossible to state with any d^ 
greo of certainty when the modern 
system of personal nomenclature be¬ 
came general. It has boon stated that 
the practice of surnames began In Nor¬ 
mandy and extended to England after 
the Norman conquest, but u document 


OAK APPLES. 


Forms of * Disease Propagated by m 
Minute Cnllfly. 

The little brown balls popularly 
known as “oak apples,” which may of¬ 
ten be seen growing in cluster* upon 
oak twigs, are not fruit, as some sup¬ 
pose, but forms of a disease which re¬ 
sults from tlie attacks of a minute 
gallfly (cynips). This little insect, a 
distant cousin of wasps nnd bees, is 
provided with u complicated piercing 
ovipositor In her tail, by menus of 
which she makes little holes ill the 
tender shoots of the oak, laying an egg 
in each, and at the same time introduc¬ 
ing :i drop of irritant fluid. 

The substance of the shoot is thus 
stiiuulatpd to unnatural growth and

It Is Iniptvisiblc to state with any da» 
gree of certainty when the modem 
system of piTsonal nomenclature be¬ 
came general. It has been stattxl that 
the practice of surnames began in Nor¬ 
mandy and extended to England after 
the Norman conquest, but u document 
in the Cottonian MSS. quoted In Tur¬ 
ner’s "History of the Anglo-Saxons" 
contains reference to Ilwlta Ilntte, ft 
keeper of bees in llathfelda; to late 
Ilntto, bis daughter, mother of Wul- 
slge the Shooter, and I.ulle Hatte, sla¬ 
ter of Wulsige. The date of these rec¬ 
ords of the Hattoa is not to be ascer¬ 
tained, but-they were certainly written 
before the year KMH5. So far as anti¬ 
quarians have been able to discover, 
Ililtte Is the first surname whose exist¬ 
ence can he traced in England. It is 
not improbable that the founder of tho 
Hatte family was so called because of 
boiuo unusual or noticeable headgear 
thut he was in tho habit of wearing. 


Ancient Ventrlloqulam. 

Ventriloquism was undoubtedly 
known both to tho Jews and to the 
Egyptians. It was used by many per¬ 
sons for purposes of deception. The 
wizards who employed it declared that 
their "familiar spirit" resided In the 
abdomen, whence tho voice was sup¬ 
posed to proceed. The Old Testament 
Scriptures abound with denunciations 
both of persons who had those fa¬ 
miliar spirits and of those who went 
to seek their advice and assistance. 
They were treated ns though they wero 
in familiar intercourse with tho evil 
one and according to Jewish law re¬ 
ceived no mercy. Instances, however, 
are very freqbent in much later his¬ 
tory of deception being successfully 
practiced by persons having this pecul¬ 
iar gift. _

TESLA'S WIRELESS PLAN 


HIS GREAT PLAN TO DISTRI¬ 
BUTE POWER. 


Electric Towers Will Send Out 
Currents for Lighting and 
Heating. 


An enormous mushroom-shaped 
tower, has just been completed at 
Wurdenclyffc, Long Island, N.Y., by 
Mr. Nikola Tesla, the distinguished 
electric inventor. From this tower 
Mr. Tesla is now preparing to put 
into operation the most daring and 
amazing schemo ever conceived in tho 
development of wireless telegraphy. 

For over four years Mr. Tesla has 
bean hurd at work almost day and 
night experimenting and endcuvoring 
to make his mujrvcBous theory 
pructiable.. From time to time dur¬ 
ing that period ho has intimated va¬ 
guely tho immensity of his plan, and 
tho equally tremerfdous results that 
would follow its introduction, and 
now, at last, he has announced his 
preparedness to put his theories to 
their first practical test. 

For a large part of tho work al¬ 
ready done Mr. Tesla is indebted to 
tho generosity of Mr. J. Pierpont 
Morgan, who is extremely interested 
in the scheme. 

Briefly explained. Mr. Tesla’s as¬ 
surance of what wo may expect in 
tho next few years arc ns follows : 
NIAGARA TO NEW YORK. 

A ceaseless day and night service 
of millions upon millions of volts of 
electricity from tho electric power 
plants at Niugura Falls to the War- 
denclyflfc tower , the electric power 
being forwarded from there by Tes¬ 
la’s wireless system to New York 
City for the purpose of illuminating 
the entire metropolis, running eleva¬ 
ted and underground trains and 
tramways cars, operating lifts, mo¬ 
tor-cars, trucks, und ferry-boats, fur¬ 
nishing heat, nnd even winding up 
clocks and muking them keep perfect 
time, by a system of half-hourly re¬ 
gulation. 

The erection of Tesla towers, simi¬ 
lar to the one now at Wardcnclyfle, 
at convenient pluccs everywhere, for 
the purpose of distributing wireless 
telegraphy to be used for illumina¬ 
tion. power and heat. Only such 
towers as are ercctetf within a given 
distance from Niagara Falls will ho 
supplied from the power plants there 
with electricity, says the Now York 
American. 

All tho other towers will derive 
their own power from generating 
plant erected alongside or between 
the main uprights, and each will dis¬ 
tribute about ten thousand horse¬ 
power of wireless electricity under a 
tension of one hundred million volts. 
Mr. Tesla declares that he-is able to 
produce and handle thut much with 
perfect safety from one tower. 

Each tower will be capable of 
transmitting heat, power, nnd light 
to citied, factories, and private 
houses within a radius of thirty 
miles or more. 

LIMITLESS SYSTEM. 

Eventually Mr. Tesla proposes the 
extension of this tower system until 
practically the whole North Ameri¬ 
can continent is dotted over with 
them spuccd about sixty miles apart,

TESLA’S WIRELESS FLU 


HIS GREAT PLAN TO DISTRI¬ 
BUTE POWER. 


Electric Towers Will Send Out 
Currents for Lighting and 
Heating. 

An enormous mushroom-shaped 
tower, has Just been completed at 
W’ardenclyffc, Long Island, N.Y., by 
Mr. Nikola Tesla, the distinguished 
electric inventor. From this tower 
Mr. Tesla is now preparing to put 
into operation the most daring and 
amazing scheme ever conceived in tho 
development of wireless telegraphy. 

For over four years Mr. Tesla has 
been hard at work almost day and 
night experimenting and endeuvoring 
to make his mufvcMous theory 
pructiable.. From time to time dur¬ 
ing that period he has intimated va¬ 
guely the immensity of his plan, and 
tho equally tremendous results that 
would follow its introduction, and 
now, at last, he has announced his 
preparedness to put his theories to 
their first practical test. 

For a large part of tho work al¬ 
ready done Mr. Tesla is indebted to 
tho generosity of Mr. J. Pierpont 
Morgan, who is extremely interested 
in the scheme. 

Briefly explained, Mr. Tesla’s as¬ 
surance of what we may expect in 
tho next few years arc as follows : 
NIAGARA TO NEW YORK. 

A ceaseless day and night service 
of millions upon millions of volts of 
electricity from tho electric power 
plants at Niugura Falls to the War- 
denclyffe tower , the electric power 
being forwarded from there by Tes¬ 
la’s wireless system to New York 
City for tho purpose of illuminating 
tho entire metropolis, running eleva¬ 
ted and underground trains and 
tramways cars, operating lifts, mo¬ 
tor-cars, trucks, und ferry-boats, fur¬ 
nishing heat, and even winding up 
clocks and making them keep perfect 
time, by a system of half-hourly re¬ 
gulation. 

The erection of Tesla towers, simi¬ 
lar to the one now at Wardenclyffe, 
at convenient places everywhere, for 
the purpose of distributing wireless 
telegraphy to be used for illumina¬ 
tion. power and heat. Only such 
towers as are ercctecT within a given 
distance from Niagara Falls will bo 
supplied from the power plants thero 
with electricity, says the New York 
American. 

All tho other towers will derive 
their own power from generating 
plant erected alongside or between 
the main uprights, and each will dis¬ 
tribute about ten thousand horse¬ 
power of wireless electricity under a 
tension of one hundred million volts. 
Mr. Tesla declares that he-is able to 
produce and handlo that much with 
perfect safety from one tower. 

Each tower will be capable of 
transmitting heat, power, and light 
to citietf, factories, and private 
houses within u radius of thirty 
miles or more. 

LIMITLESS SYSTEM.

Each tower will be capable of 
transmitting heat, power, nnd light 
to citierf, factories, and private 
houses within a radius of thirty 
miles or more.

AUSTRALIAN’S COMING.

Country in a Bad Way Owing 
Failure of Crops. 

Notwithstanding the cessation 
the drought and the better agricul¬ 
tural conditions in New South Wales 
the outlook for the country contin¬ 
ues gloomy. 

A cablegram was sent to England 
last week by tho Government, stat¬ 
ing that 14,000,000 acres had been 
selected and taken up by settlors 
during the previous three months, 
but this message did not state what 
is the truth—that 12,000,000 acres 
had been abandoned as useless in the 
same period. 

Out of seventeen large properties 
in one district, nine have been aban¬ 
doned. 

In south-western Queensland ton 
large properties have been relinquish¬ 
ed as worthless, and all buildings 
and plant sacrificed. They covor 
thousands of square miles. The 
whole west is being eaten out by the 
rabbits. 

The New South Wales harvest was 
estimated by the Government at 18,- 
000,000 bushel# for export, but only 
9 .000,000 bushels will be fit to ship, 
ns the rest is bleached, and in jioor 
condition. 

The financial position continues 
precarious,, and until Government 
borrowing is stopped, ’ and recent la¬ 
bor-improvement can be looked for. 
The Agricultural Joint Stock Hank 
has Just written off nearly all its 
capital. 

What is causing most uneasiness, 
however, is the steady exodus of 
thrifty, well-to-do men and small 
capitalists, who declnre that they 
are “full of Sydney," and are leav¬ 
ing in twos and threes by every boat 
for Canada and the United States. 
They say that they enn do nothing 
in Australia owing to the lows, and 
must go elsewhere. At tho same 
time employers are intensely dissat¬ 
isfied with the working of the Arbi¬ 
tration Court,

Jeroboam waited not for the coun¬ 
sel of God, lie condemned the coun¬ 
sel of the Most High (Ps. cvi., 13; 
evii., 11.) lie took counsel, but not 
of God. for ho desired nono of God’s 
counsel (Isa. xxx.. 1: Trov., 1. 30). 
He dovisod of his own heart this 
great sin (verse 33). Ho seemed 
wholly unconscious of tho fact that 
God gave him tho kingdom and fan¬ 
cied that he must tako earn of bis 
own life and tho kingdom, too: so 
ho said, “If they go to Jerusalem to 
worship they will turn back to tho 
king of Judah and kill me” (versos 
6 , 7). Tho thought of helping the 
Lord to manage His affairs by somo 
help or advice of ours is very ^old.

MODERN WRECKING TRAIN 


ONE ENGINE AND SIX CARS 
GENERALLY. 


The Train 1m Given Full Right of 
Way Over the 
Line; 

One of the most important features 
of a modern railway system is the 
auxiliary train, or, as it in some¬ 
times called, the wrecking train. 

It is not a scheduled train, it pro¬ 
duces no revenue, yet it increases 
the dividends of the company vory 
materially by saving the stock and 
property of the road, and its import¬ 
ance is mado evident by tho fact that 
it has running rights over any other 
train on the road, evon t>e special 
train of the president himself being 
included. 

When an auxiliary trnin starts for 
tho scene of a ^Tbck, the conductor 
is given an order with right of track 
over any other train, and also an 
order to work between two points 
until the track is cleared again. It 
is tho auxiliary train that keeps the 
railway lines clear, und prevents any 
unnecessary delay in the running or¬ 
der of the trains. 

At q very divisional point on the 
system an auxiliury train is kept, 
although tho size, power, weight and 
equipment of tho outfits diffei ac¬ 
cording to tho importance of tho 

various places. For instance. the 

C. P. It. has auxiliaries at Smith’s 
Falls, Havelock, London, and To¬ 

ronto Junction. but the Junction 
outfit is said to bo the largest and 
best-equipped in Ontario, simply be¬ 
cause it is situated in fine centre of 
a network of railways. It may go 
north or east or west, whenever tho 
call of “wreck” comes.

This is a new disease, or rather a 
newly discovered disease, which has 
been considerably discussed of laU 
in the medical world. It is an in¬ 
teresting uffcction, and its discovery 
has served to clear up many puzzling 
points in relation to typhoid fever. 
Originally typhua and typhoid fevers 
were thought to be identical, but 
early in tho lust century close ob¬ 
servers detected certain differences In 
the symptoms which served to mark 
two groups of cases, and soon they 
found that they really hud to do 
with two distinct diseases—typhus 
and typhoid fevers. Now, nearly one 
hundred years later, they find that 
there are two typhoid fevers, but tho 
distinction in this case lies less in 
differences in the symptoms than in 
the fact that the microbes associated 
with tho two thsoases differ. 

The r&wly differentiated is called 
paratyphoid fever, and the germ 
associated’with it the paratyphoid 
bacillus. Although typhoid fev«r 
occurs us a rule but once in the tame 
person, one attack conferring'Jan im¬ 
munity which lasts for the vest of 
life, there have seemed to bemany 
exceptions that some aqthoritiee 
have even doubled the existence of 

any rule, and have asserted thiH-aoct_ 

oud attacks of the disease ure com¬ 
mon. But these exceptions are eas¬ 
ily explained now. for it is likely 
that an attack of typhoid fever will 
not protect against a subsequent ex¬ 
posure to paratyphoid infection, and 
vico versa. 

The symptoms differ but little from 
those of typhoid fever, and often it 
is possible to make an ubsolute dia¬ 
gnosis only by means of blood test. 
The malady begins with the usual 
loss of uppetite, headache and mus¬ 
cle-ache. and out-of-sorts feelings 
common to all‘beginning fevers. The 
fever comes and goes, being higher in 
the evening, but is not so regular in 
its up-und-down movements ns in true 
typhoid. The tongue is coated, somo 
gurgling is heard in the bowels when 
pressure is made in the right groin, 
and there is almost always some 
diarrhoea. The spleen is enlarged, 
end there is often nn eruption like 
that of typhoid fever. There may be 
sore throat nt the start, und a 
'cough is common. 

I The disease lasts about three weeks 
and there may be relapses, us in 
| true typhoid. It is apparently less 
I dangerous than typhoid, the mortal- 
j ity being only between three and four 
per cent, instead of between fifteen 
and twenty. The treatment is prac¬ 
tically tho same in both disorders, 
consisting chiefly in good nursing 
and in combating possible complica¬ 
tions.—Youth’s Companion.

ARMY REFORM IN 


ENGLAND 


Drastic Measures Said to Be in 
Contemplation. 

The London Express says : The re¬ 
construction of the army, which is a 
counterpart to war office reconstitu¬ 
tion, is still engaging the attention 
of tho government, but an early 
statement will be made by Mr. Ar- 
nold-Forster on the subject. The 
most drastic measure contemplated is 
a general reduction among regiments 
possessing more than two battalions. 
The Guards are included, and it is 
likely that the whole battalion of 
tho Third Scots will be struck oiT 
the establishment. The reason lies 
In the paucity of'recruits, the bri¬ 
gade of Guards being 1100 men find 
over 30 officers short. The Irish 
Guards are not to have their con¬ 
templated second battalion, and tho 
Grenadiers and Coldstreams will pro¬ 
bably lose 1O0 men each Great ef¬ 
forts are to be made, under th«’ dir¬ 
ection of Major-General H. S G. 
Miles, to reorganize the recruiting 
for the army. He will be assisted by 
Colonel Crutchlev of the Guards; 
Captain C. Mansel-Jones. V. C.. and 
Major Dykes. The general improve¬ 
ments which will be effected include 
the following : Better barracks and 
more allowances; greater freedom to 
soldiers; lodging list to be extended; 
khaki to be superseded by u more 
becoming cloth; a better head-dress 
for walking out; long and short ser¬ 
vice; a new territorial organization; 
complete scheme for home defence 
work; creation of a real army re¬ 
serve. For the present Mr. Arnold- 
Forstcr will be unable to make . any 
satisfactory statement with regard 
to the application of the Esher re¬ 
forms to the regeneration of the *var 
office. The deadlock with the treas¬ 
ury continues, and the scheme for 
the establishment of a general staff, 
or brain of the army for war. is su^ 
landed, because the treasury^ havf 
refused to find the money. Nq fur¬ 
ther appointments are. therefore, be¬ 
ing gazetted at present.

Some one or other of the workmen 
at this establishment it wus hoped 
to corrupt. 

To this end had Burnett and his 
wife been dispatched from London 
by thc members of u syndicate en¬ 
gaged in engineering one of the most 
elaborate and colossal crimes of thc 
century. 

Very cleverly, very secretly, and 
very cardully the precious couple 
went to work. Nevertheless, they 
"sere for n long time unsuccessful. 

But eventually, just as they were 
«n the point of retiring from the en¬ 
terprise ?n disgust, the woman, work¬ 
ing independently of her husband, 
managed to enthral with her charms 
a young employee named Brown. 

The lad. however, hud only stolen 
a few sheets of tho coveted paper 
when he was detected by one Brewer, 
a fellow workmen of superior grade. 

This accident, which might easily 
have completely upset the conspira¬ 
tor s plans, proved instead a blessing 
in disguise to them. 

For Brewer, instead of reporting 
the matter at once to his superiors, 
listened to thc voice of the tempter, 
•nd was soon stealing paper whole¬ 
sale himself. 

At first the two seem to have act¬ 
ed independently of one another. But 
ere long they entered into a sort of 
partnership. Brewer abstracting the 
paper, while to Brown was intrusted 
the task of smuggling it out of the 
mills and dp to London. 

There it was hunded over to a. 
woman in the confidence of the syn¬ 
dicate, who always went heavily 
veiled, and who used to meet the 
lad by appointment at Waterloo 
Station. 

Later on. too. Bernett supplied 
Brewer with a bunch of skeleton 
keys, which gave the latter uccess to 
all parts of the mills. 

No suspicion that anything was 
wrong seems to have aroused, and 
it was not. until the end of the year 
1862. and then* only by the merest 
chance, that the deficiency in the 
stock of paper was discovered. 

At the same time, and independent¬ 
ly, the authorities at the Bank of 
England found that spurious notes 
Mere coming in which Mere printed 


which were taken by the_ 

Mortal to prevent even a single sheet 
of the precious paper being feloniors- 
ly abstrated from their mills. 

This gave the germ of the idea. 
It took him five years to perfect the 
details; and nearly another two to 
complete his coup. 

Associated with Griffiths was a 
man named Cummings, an old coin¬ 
er. He it was who found out Bun- 
cher and introduced him to Griffiths. 

Yet another who was in the plot 
M’as one Williams, his business being 
to act as a sort of assistant to 
Griffiths, and to prepare roughly the 
plates, to Mhich his more skilful 
principal afterwards put the all-im¬ 
portant finishing touches. 

By thc end of October, 1862, the 
police know all they wanted to 
know, and the five conspirators. 
Griffiths, Burnett, Cummings, and 
Williams were arrested. 

Bunchor must have had his suspi¬ 
cions aroused. For, on his premises 
being searched, nothing whatever 
was found. A neighbor, howevor, 
testified that he (Buncher) had 
burnt a large quantity of puper thc 
night prior to his being taken into 
custody, and this, doubtless, consti¬ 
tuted a portion of the spurious notes 

At Griftfths’ establishment in Bir- 
ingham the police were more fortun¬ 
ate. In one corner of his work¬ 
room was a printing press actually 
in use, and on it were twenty-one 
forged Bank of England notes, all 
ready to be impressed with date 
and signature, and thereby rendered 
available for passing. 

In another apartment, . spread out 
upon a bed to dry, were twenty 
spurious ten-pound notes, complete 
and ready for use, and twenty-flve 
five-pound notes. 

Moreover, “mother plates” for erv- 
graving thc body of thc notes lay 
ubout the floor^ and in a field at 
the back of the premises a number 
of other plates were found secreted. 

Thc prisoners were put upon their 
trial at tho Old Bailey on January 
6 th, 1863, and Mere all found guilty 
except Cummings, M f ho escaped on a 
technicality. 

The sentences on thc others were 
exemplary. Griffiths received tho 
heaviest—except death—known to tho 
law of Knglund, numelv. penal ser¬ 
vitude for life. Buncher got twenty- 
five years; Barnett twenty; whilo 
Williams, whd? had played on alto¬ 
gether subordinate nnd unimportant 
part, got off with four years’ hard 
labor. 

The two dishonest employees of 
Messrs. Portal, the lad Brown and 
Brewer eventually escaped all pun- 


nttempt being 
prosecute the former.—rearson’s 
Weekly.

The London Daily Mail gives 
translation of the laws relating 
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THEY HAVE TAKEN COMMAND- 
DUTIES. 


Instance* Where War Correspond¬ 
ents Hare Assumed Mili¬ 
tary Duties. 

One of our generals, on a certain 
memorable occasion, took the liber¬ 
ty of referring to journalists as 
"drones,” "encumbrances,” and the 
"curse of modern armies;” but some 
of the feats of tho newspaper men 
attached to armies have been more 
of a military than a journalistic na¬ 
ture. 

Witness the surrerider of Volo dur¬ 
ing tho war between Turkey and 
Greoce in 1897. The town did not 
submit to Turkish bayonets The 
leading citizens, anxious to capitu¬ 
late. received no red-fezzed, decor¬ 
ated Turkish general, but two ener¬ 
getic war correspondents—Mr. 
Gwynne, of Reuter’s Agency, and the 
late Mr. 6* W. Steevens, then repre¬ 
senting tho I.ondon "Daily Mail,” 
with the Ottoman Army. 

STEEVENS' PROCLAMATION. 

It was tho "Daily Mail" correspon¬ 
dent who drew up the proclamation 
which a leading citizen read to the 
inhabitants of Volo from the balcony 
of tho town-hall; and a most inter¬ 
esting account of the incident is giv¬ 
en in Mr. Steevens' brilliant book, 
“With the ConqueHng Turk." Some 
hours after the journalists had re¬ 
ceived the capitulation thc Sultan’s 
troops marched in. 

A soniewhnt similar experience be¬ 
fell Mr. Gwynne during the South 
African Campaigp. The Army under 
Lord Roberts fully expectod Bloem¬ 
fontein to be stubbornly defended, 
but it is now a matter of history 
that it was not. As soon as it was 
known that there was to bo no bat¬ 
tle. Mr. Gwynne, accompanied by 
Mr. Patterson, of the "Sydney Her¬ 
ald," started for Bloemfontein, keen 
on being tho first British to enter the 
town. On thc way they met two 
bicyclists, who hurriedly fell off their 
machines, and held up their hands 
in token of surrender. Pushing on. 
the two joumulists reached tho 
town, and noted a terror-stricken in¬ 
habitant running wildly dow’n the 
street, shouting; "The first of thc 
British—the first of tho British!"

Some Wild Plants Are Better to 
Remain in a State of 
Nature. 


Millions of dollars are paid annual¬ 
ly for tho products of plants which 
are absolutely uncultivated, and 
though the majority of these wild 
plants can be improved by cultiva¬ 
tion, yet some are actually valuable 
when allowed to remain in a state of 
Nature. — 

Take, for instance, the New Zea¬ 
land flax, which produces u fibre 
much stronger than that of hemp. It 
flourishes in tho marshes of New Zea¬ 
land, but if cultivated the result <s 
that tho fibre produced Is brittle, 
and practically,useless. 

Another pjirat of which the fibres 
are ulso the most useful |»orti**n— 
namely, hemp—grows to perfection 
under cultivation in Russia, whence 
great quantities of the raw material 
are exported for ropemaking. Hemp 
also grows in India, but there it. is 
wild, while it no longer affords fibre, 
it is valuable because of the narcot¬ 
ic drug known as hashish which is 
made from it. 

Speaking of plants producing fibre, 
the coming product, not only for 
ropemaking, but also for textile pur¬ 
poses, is ramie, which has for ron-
